river 06 or Oy, the lake of Kutray, and the Jand-ſtraighe that 
1s betwixt the Caſpian and Euxine ſea. Theſecondis T artary 
ſubie& tothe great { ham, which abutteth Southward on the 
Caſpian ſea, the hill /max and the riuer /axarres, Northward 
and Eaſtward on the Ocean , and Weſtward vpon 1o/conie. 
The third part is poſlc{led by the Turke, and containeth all 
that lycs betweene the Ernxine, «/Egean and Midland ſeas,and 
ſo further betwixe Egypt,cthe Arian and Perſian Gulfes,the 
river Tygris, the Caſpian ſea,and the land-ſtraight here. The 
fourth is the kingdome of Perſia, abutting Weſtward on the 
Turke, Northward onthe great Cham, Eaſtward on theriuer 
Indus, and Southward onthe Indian ſea, As for the fift part, 
it is the ſame which wecall the Eaſt-Indies , ſo named of the 
riger [nd:z, and diſtinguiſhed the higher from the lower by 
the famous river Ga»ges. Theſe Indies are verie large coun- 
ereys, as the maps declare, and front out Southward as farre as 
Aalaca, hauing befides, an infinite ſort of Ilands great and 
{mal,which the Card-men haue well ſet downe, both in maps 
and writing. Now ſee wethe maner how the Poct confidereth 


Aſia. Hetakes it firtt by righe line fr6 North to South, to wit, 
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from the peake,forcland or cape of P:rofnesras farre as Mald- 
ca, where he taketh in the Hfoluckes and T aprobana,and from 
thence r:{cth againe to Zei/an and Biſnager. Then draweth an- 
other line from the T4aior or Exxine ſea on the Welt , to the 
ſtraights of --1x:ex Nortkcalt , and toucheth by the way ſome 
few countreys moſt note- worthy, reſeruing the reſt vncill his 
particular dcfcription of the Colonies: which followeth from 
the 297 verſe vnto the 319. 

To make plain: ſome words in the text, the Peake of Pere- 
fires is a promontory about the farthelt part of 3oſcony,neare 
the Scythian fea, where I1ueth (as Celarwe reports of A/ia in 
his great booke entituled Speculum orbss terrarum, and ere 
catorin his world-map) a certaine people which haue fo ſmall 
a vent for their mouth , that they arc nouriſhed onely by the- 
{xuour and ſieeme of ſodden fleſh. And about this prometory 
che river 0%, riſing from the lake of XKy:hay, groweth to an 
huge breadth,and ſo empticth into the Scythian or frozen ſea. 
The Baron of Herbeſto;n noteth it in his map of Moſcouie, 
and in his Hiſtorie ſaith as much as here followeth touching 
this river, fol.

Oathe Eaſt ir is parted fromthe 
ercater ſie by the 414107 Sea, the Heeti Lake,called by Ore 
relins the Zebach (ca, the Riuer Tre or Dox, which voids into 
the Lake,and the Spring-hcads of K's, ndel,or WU olge,rumnin g 
by Terterieinto the Caſpian Sea : and from 4 the lefle, 
ſomerine the honour of the world and exceeding rich, as ſtill 
it hath ſufficient y iris deuided by the Straight of Ge/ipe/r, 
ſometime called Zeleſpens , On the Weſt it hath the 
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$traizhlr of Gibraltar , rhe Spaniſh and Brittiſh Ocexns : on 
the North the Frezenſea , and onthe South the Midland 
ſea, whichis diuerſly called , ro wit , the Sea of Marſell 
by the coaſt of Genes , the Adriaticke abour Athens and 
Meres , and otherwiſe according to the places adioyning. 
This g0odly part of the world, befide the Romaine Empyre, 
hath many great kingdomes full of people, well ſer foorth by 
the Card-men, Daniel Cellariw accounts itinlength,from Lis. 
bon to Conſtantineple, about ſixe hundred leagues Almaine, 
and yery necre as much in breadch from Scrifinte toSicrly,

They that expound 
the propheſie gather our of this place that rhe Gomerites 
were people bordcring on the North of Aſie, and broughe 
by the Kings of Syria and Aſia to deſtroythe Iewes af- 
ecr their returne from Baby/on , They preaſed foorh 
of Afie and enlarged their dominions greatly (as hath been 
ſaicd) for they were a very watlike Nation, Of them the 
Poer fayth are come the Germanes , fo Melanfthen affue 
meth ypon Carion» , fo doe others alſo, and chicfly Ge. 
rp145 in his fit booke, Bur there is great diuerſitie in theſe 
outworne matters, betwcene the late and auncient writers. A 
diligent conference ,of places in the old Teſtament , and 
the anciem Latine, Grecke, and Chaldean tranſlationsſerue 
beſt for the purpoſe : next a carefull examining of the beſt 

: gr nnd Greeke 
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Greeke & Latine hiſtories :but this requires a whole volume, 
whereunto the ſcarches of Gorepins, bei ſo well handled, 
might affoord a man great helpe.Concerning T #ba!the Poct 
followes the opiniGof lo/ephus, that he was author of the Spa+ 
viſh; which muſt be rightly vnderſtood , that is, after along 
eratof time. For by the.38 and 39 of Ez:chiel, it ſcemes that 
the people iſſued from 7 #ba/and: Mofoch, that were neigh- 
bours, dwelt neareeArb:e, and were gouerned or led to war 
by the king of 24/4 and Syria. And in the 32 chapter where is 
mention madeof the mourning that ſhould be atnong the na« 
tions for the king ot Egypt; there arenamed among others, 
Aſonr, Elam, Moforhand T nbal: wherby it may be gathered 
they were of «/i4. As for their Colonics and outcreaſes mto 
Spame, they are verie darke and hardly proued. Yaſ2xs indeed 
in his Chronicle of Spaine, and T arephe in his hiſtorie, and 0- 
thers that haue written of Sparve in diverſe languages, follows 
ing /oſephand Beroſe , make T «bal firſt king of Spaine, but (i- 
thence they declare not what time hecamethither, Ileaue the 
reader to conſider-of Sc ſearch further into the matter. Looke 
the hiſtorical! Libraricof N. Vigmer, the firſt part, page 15. 
where he treateth ofthe people'of Exrope, - © 
as the Port ſaith , is father of the Scythiaxs : his firſt

habitation and Colonie was in Ce/c/yria , as may be gathered

Helanfthou 
in his firſt vpon Caries takes the prophecies againſt Gog and 
Magog to be meant eſpecially of the Prkicei vol he calleth 
by the name of Scythians , and applieth alſo vnto them that 


which is writtenin the Reuelaticn. And in the end of his ſec6d 
booke he giues the name to all people that profeſle Iahomer.

rene, as T acitus notes in his ſecond booke of Hiſtories, & Tel- 
leins Paterc.inthe life of T «berws. About Heidelberg theres a 
towne called Lamb:rten,which ſeernes to make ſomewhat for - 
the Lombardes aboad there : fo ſaith Lazims. But manic yeares 
after,they coaltcd backe againe,and dwelt in CAloranie,where 
they warred againſt the Hern/ecr, Swewes & Gepides, Then went 
they vp into Hungarie vnder the fafe-conduit of the Empe- 
rour /»ſtiniun, to whom they payd eribut{as Procopins & Pau-

trey much fitting their nature,their king A/5om made aroade 
thereinto,and got Lombarde before called In/abria, there they 
reſted & raigned two hundred yeares, vntill Charles the great

Lazinsin the tenth booke of his J1y- 
grations hath handled well and largely the Hiſtoric of Gorhes 
gathered out of Procopins, lornandes,T acttns,(, landianus,Olaus 
Aagnus, Entropins and many others, I wil ſhut vp all in ſhort, 
and by way of Paraphraſe vpon the Pocts verſe .

The 
Arrians drew toward the Welt , & were after called Y:/igothes 
or Weſtgothes, the other to the contrary, and were called O- 
firagothes or ' Eaſtgothes , who out of Thrace moued into 
Hungare and the countreys adioyning, where they had mach 
adoe with the Romaine Emperours, as Lawns well recordeth: 
at laſt they got Sc/awomia,and all forward vnto the Aariariche 
Sea, there growing to amightie number,they determined to 
ſet on /rahe ynder the commannd of Redagniſe their king in 
the time of 7 heovoſins the firſt, ſonne of Arcadine. Their armie

164.bcleaguer and take the Citic,and threedayes af- 
ter depart thence loaden with the ſpoile. Ase/arichke was 


marching toward Rome , there appeared a reuerend perſo» 


nage vnto him, and aduiſed him , ſincehce would be coun- 
ted a Chriſtian , chat hee ſhould not make ſuch hauock as hee 
did : whereuntotheking anſwered;it is not my defire to goe 
to Reme , but cueric day am I forced by ſome one ( I know 
not who ) that ſtill crycth vnto me , Go ev, go 0», and deſtroy 
Rome. As the Gethes retired Alaricke dyed, and Athaniph ſuc 
ceeded bim.ake led them backe to R gmeagain.So they went 
through with their ſaccage, and led away captiue Galla Placi- 
&a the filter of Honorins, whom Arhaniph married. He was af- 
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ter ſlaineof his own people at Barcelona in Spaine,for ſeeking 
peace for his wiues ſake with Honorins . The third road they 
made into /ra/ie was vnder the commaund of Y:dmer : but 
they were encountred and beaten backe by G/ycerms, as lor- 
nendes writeth : and fo they preaſſed againe vpon the French, 
and Span:;ſb nations. Aﬀterward the Gorches of Sclanonia wearie 
of caſte liuing, got leaue of the Emperour Zeno and entred /= 
ralie,and ouercame Odeacer the Exarch of Ravenna, and there 
held eſtate for many yeares. Aclegth about the yeareof Chriſt 
411 . in the time of Honorixs,they ſeated themſclues 1n Spare = 
ynder Alaricke and his ſucceſſours , Now during the time of 
their aboad neare the Meoriche marſhes, they had nine kings: 
while they remained in Gorhlznd (which is now deuided into 
the Eaſtand Weſt Gorhie , betwixt Swethlandand Norwa)) 
they had 28.kings:and 10.about the bankes of Fixe/, andin 
T ranſiiluaniaand Sclanonia 26. After that being ſundred into 
Eaitgothes and Weſtgothes,the Eaſftgothes had in /taly kings 
from Alaricke to Teias, who with the greater part of his peo- 
ple was ouerthrowen by Nar/es,The Weſtgorhs in Lis Ganle, 
in Languedoc and Gwen, had 6.kings , and the kings of We#t- 
gotherin Spaine, from A/aricke in the yeare 411 . to Phrlip that 
now raigneth, are cightand twentie in number,according to 
the account of Zazins , who reckoneth alſo two and thirtie 
kings of Arregon, and two and twentie of Nawarre, vnto the 
kings father that now is . Of theſe matters it may ſuffice to 
haue touched thus much in a word. - 

22 Such wa the French, To enter into the whole hiſtorie 
of che Frechmen,or Gazles,it was not the Poets meaning, but 
onely to note briefly the chicfe Outroads of this brauc nation, 
and that within the compaſle of 2000 yeares.I will gonofur- 
ther,but follow the text.

And as the men of Mar/erl 
are counted an outcreale of 41/i2,it is like the reſt of the towns 
and quarters of France were peopled after the fame fort, 4- 
91:4::16 Atarcellmus uely painteth out the Gau/es in his 15. 
booke. So doth Polybras, (a/ar, Dindorus Sirutus, Strabogand 
others . All agree they were a very warlikepcople ; and their 

zu'tictude gaue them to thinke vpon ſuch reinedie as others 
had vſed before. Their fir{t outroade,that wasof any account, 
was in the raigne of 7'arquzzins Priſcns, and about the time of 
the Ic:ves thraldomein Baby/on, ſome 600 yeares before the 
birth of Chriſt, The Ce/re (which were the auncicnt Gav/es )

- ling. Silo VER? eaking towards Germane, lefe people in Bauas 


ria, Bohemia and Carmhia, and ſeated him ſelfe in the point of 
Euraze toward and beyond the Riphean mountaines. Bellovezs 
awhile ſtaying at the foote of the »/pes, was after by the per- 
ſwafions of acertainc Tulcane called A4rron drawne into /ra- 
lie , and poſſeiled !aſnbrix. Some of his company ſeating 
firſt among the Pyrenchuls , at length entred a part of Arra- 
gon ,and gauc the name to Poreugal, But theſe were nothing

marched vnder Grennus as farreas Cla/imm,and foto Rome. Of 
his exploits there , Z-uie writcth , and Plutarke inthe life of

A third companic that followed Belevoze,becaule they wold 


haue roome inough , ouer-ran S/axozia, and maugreall ſtay

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entred Hangary,and after many skirmiſhes departed thence in 
two bands : the one coaſting into Macedome , the other into 
Greece , where they made the whole world afraid of the: after 
they nad flaine Pro/omeus Kerarmmns brother to Philadelphzs 
kingot Egypr. Pran/es was their king. who others call Brezus, 
but was not he that ſackt Rowe. Tis man not content to 
hauc obtained a great vitorie of the Zfacedorinnus and harried - 
their countrey , preſumed fo farre as to ſpoile the Temple at 
Delphor, whereby himſfelfe and all his werebrougke to a miſe- 
rable end. Ncuertheleſle the French that ſtayed behynde, to 
cuard the frontiers of thecountrey , fainted not at the report 
of theſe newes , but went to ficld with 1500 footeand 3000 
horſe, oucrcame the Geres and 7 :baltes,and waſted all 27ace- I 
aome : onely through negligence,as they retired loaden with 
ſpoile,they were broughe to their end. Yet they that remained

This countric is notfarre fromthe Straight of Darien, 
Inthe ſayd ſecond booke,chap.72.he deſcribes alſo Noue Gre- 


' nadaandthe Mount of Emeraudes: which is very high, bare, 


and peeld, wichout any herbe or tree thereon growing, andlieth 
ſome fiuedegrees on this fide the CO The Indians, when 
they goc-aboutto gertthe ſtones, firlt vſe manyenchauarments 
toknow where the beſt vaine is. The firſt time the Spanyards 
came there, they drew thence great and little 1 8co.,very fayrc 
andof great price: but for this commoditie, the countrie is ſo 
barren that the people were faine to feede on Pilmers : till of 
latethe Spaniſh couctouſneſſe hath made them know the value 
oftheir Mountaine. Cxmana is deſcribedin the forclaid booke, 
chap.79.inthe ende whereof Gomars ſayth the vapours of the 
Riuerof Camene engender a certaine little miſt or ſlime y 


menseyes,ſo as the people there are yerypore-blind. Paric is 


deſcribed inthe 84 chapterofthe ſaid ſecond book, Afaraegnon,

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a River which (as Gomaraſayth, 2.booke,$7.chapter) is three- 
{core miles ouer. It emptiethatrhe Cape of A'mAe,three degrees - 
beiond th's/£quator-bur ſpringeth a great way further South, by 
T.xrama in Perx;thencerununing Eaſtward,it caſtethonely an - 
Arme intoth' Ama7on about Picora, Which hathcauſed many 
the firſt wricers of Americato count from that place both bur 
one river.

Breſile, which che Spa- 
niard diſcouered in theyeare 1504. is ſurnamed fierce, becauſe 
ofthe Canibales, Cartber, and other man-cating le there. 
[.de Leri hath written very fully all thehiſtorieofhisaducnture 
30 part ofthe countrie, where dwel the people called Toupinam- 
boes, The riuer of Plata the Indians call Paranagacac, which 
word importeth as much as 4 great water, Gomara ſpeaking 
thereof in the 89.chapter of his ſecond booke ſayth, In this ri- 
ueris found (iluer, pearles, and other things of great price. Ic 
containes in bredth 25.leagues, makes many Iflands, and ſwels 
like \7:4x5,and about the fe time, It ſpringeth firſt out 
ofthe mountaines of Perx,and is after ſs by theinfall of 
many ruers : for the countrie thereabout is leuell,or flat, where« 
of ir {cemes to haue receiued the name of Plate. 

Thus the Poet geſſeth atthe manerof thisnew-found worlds 
empeopling by the coalt of z.Fſia. Whereunto I willadde whar 
Arias Mont.that learned Spaniard hath written thereof in his 
book entituled Phaleg, He ſaith loktanthe double pety-ſon of 
Sem,(thatis, whoſe double grandfather Sem was) had hirteene 
ſonnes, which are named by Moſes in the 10. of Ger, and ſome 
of thein peopled the /eFF Indies from the Eaft, That which 
Aﬀofes faith, Gen.10.30. concerning Sepbar a mountaine of 
the Eaſt, Arias applicsto the great hils of Per«,which the Spa- 
niards call A»des: they reachout further in length then any o- 
therin the world, and neere them ſtands an ancienttowne cal- 
. td /akran Moreouer,therelies highera Neer-ifle,betwixt Cuba 
\ and Mexree,called [akharan:which may bethoughtto _—_— 
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ſtillthe name of him that firſt brought people into the country, 
To Ophir,one of the ſonnes of [okran, Aras allots the land of 
Peru: foras muchas inthe 3.chap. and 6,ycrſe of the 2.booke 
of Chron. there is mention made ofthe yold of Paruaim.To /o- 
bab the countrie of Paris, whichis neerethe Straight of Pana- 
ma,very richalſo in gold and pearle. I haue ſaid elſewhere thar 
Arias LH ontanustovke Aſia robe all one main-land with A- 
merica, and knew no Ania: Straight, Ifthat bee true, ſure the 
race of Sem peopled thoſe quarters, Bur others conſiderin 
the horrible ignorance and brutiſhnes ofthe #/eft-[nd1ans 5 
lately diſcouered,andthe rather rocxculetheir outragious cru- 
eltie exerciſed ypon the poore people, cannot thinke but that 
they are ſome relikes of the race of Cham, This opinion hath 
but a weake ground,as he may well perceiue that will dulic ex- 
amine the circumſtances. For (trange it'is not that the race of 
Sem,after ſo many generations, and in ſofarre-diſcoafted coun- 
tries, ſhould at length bee thus corrupted.

The Poettherefore making this obieRion,moſt wore 
thicto be conſidered, piueth alſo anſwere thereunto?; firſt in 
enerall, by way of exclamationand maruaile, then in particu- 
Tar manner, ſetting downe ſome ſpeciall reaſons of this won- 
- derfull diverſitie, that appeareth in the ſtature , complexion, 
ſtrength, colour, and cuſtome of people whereſoeuer diſperſed 
ouerthe face of the earth. The firſt andprincipall cauſe is Na- 
ere icſelfe, that is, the wiſe prouidence of God, marueilous in 
all his workes. If God had madethe earthin all places alike, all 
 flowersof onecolourand ſauovr, all beaftes, fowles, fiſhes and 
creeping things, of onekind; had he made the heanen withour 
Rarres, or the tarres all of one bigneſſe,8: men all of the ſame 
hew, beaurtie, feature, ſtrength and diſpoſition, as well of body 
as minde : the diverscolours of his infinite wiſedome had not 
 , - - ſoſhinedinthem. Butasheis aboucall(yeaonely) wile good

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and beautifull, ſo would hein bis workes keepe a certaine re+ 
ſemblanceof hisowneperfeQion, prouoking vsthereby, daily.

on,parlite loue & due reuerence of himſelfe. Now if we con- 
ſider all bis workes,the light of his wonderfull glory no where 
appearcth more, then inthediligent view of Man; who is 

firlycalled of the Greekes w/w > the little world, For in this 
lads table hath he lymbed-outin orient colours, for all that wil 
behold, the wondersof his vnſcarchable wiſedome 3 and they 
are here ſome of them by the Poet well pointed-out. And a 
wonderfull ching indeed itis, that among ſo many men as haue 
beene fince the beginning, are, or ſhall becothe worldes end, 
there neuer was, nor is, norcan be any one, butdiffering much 
from allthe reſt, both in body and minde, and in many thinges 
elſe thatenſue thereon.

the people, I report me tc the iudgement of other nations. The 
Land forthe moſt part is very fcuitfull, and the aire there tem- 
perate almoſt cucry where. Againſt the ſudden inuafion of ene- 
mies all is well defended by the two Seas aforeſayd, and the 
Alpestoward /ralte,and the Pyrenes toward Spaine. Morethen 
all this, the countrie is no where troubled with Crocodiles as 
e/£gypt is,nor with monſtrous long Serpents, or any wilde ra- 
uening beaſts , as the inner countries of {fricke are. And in 
Read of Gold and Siluer, Pearles and precious ſtones, which 
diuerslands barren of neceſſaric fruites abound with, it hath of 
Cloath, Woade, Wooll, Salc, Corne and Wine, euer-growing 
Mines, and cuen vnwaſtable : Woade and Salt in Languedoc; 
and Salc againe in Gsyenxe; Wincin moſt places; Wooll and ' 
Corne in Proxence and Beauſſe; and in every Province, bur 
foure or fiue, good ſtore of diuers theſayd commodities, More 
there are, but the Poet notes the chiefe onely, and ſuch as the 
neighbour countriesand many far-of doe moſt of al trade-for. 
Hereby weare taught,and ſhould be moued with heartie thanks 
toacknowledge the great benefits that God hath beſtowed on 
ys: for the Poet rightly concludesthat wee lacke nothing bur 

peace, and peace he craucthof the Lord: with whom, and. 
all my good countrimen, I ioyne humble ſuite from 

the bottome of my heart, that once again this 
Realme (ſometime ſo floriſhing) may 
enioy a ſure,that is, a juſt and 
right Chriſtian peace.
